GETS A GRANT. 


City Council Gave $5000 Toward the | 
Year's Work at Last Night's 


Meeting 

r — _ 
At the council meeting last night a 
committee representing the board of 


trade, and consisting of Messrs. A. T. 
Cushing, F. T. Fisher and John A. Mc- 
Dougall, presented the request by the 
board for a grant to the amount of 
$5,000 to assist them in carrying out 
the work of the year. The request was) 
granted by the unanimous vote of the 
council. 

A. T. Cushing, as president of the | 
board, headed the delegation. He stat- | 
ed that lasi year they had come tothe 
council with a request for $2,500, which 
was granted, and if the members of} 
the council have read last year’s re-| 
port they would, he thought, consider 
that the money was well spent. The 
city is now reaping, and will continue 
to reap, the reward of this expenditure. 
This year they were asking for a larg-} 
er grant, out only because there was 
larger and more important work to be 
jione. 

Going over the items of expendiiure 
which they proposed to make, Mr. 
Cushing said that last year they had) 
printed a pamphlet, vof which an 8,000 
issue had been circulated, but that the 
circulation, it had been found, was no. 
nearly large enough. The cost in that 
connection last year was $664. This 
year they proposed to get oul a larger 
and better pamphlet and a larger edi- | 
tion. 

The board proposes to spend $800 this 
year on newspaper advertising. Mr 
Sushing pointed out that while some 
say that the city is sufficiently adver- 
tised already, that as many towns and} 
states in the west are paying out large 
sums for advertising for the purpose 
of attracting settlers, it was no time 
for Edmonton to disconiinue advertis- | 
ing. The board was making 4 ver! 
carefu! selection of the papers in which 
to advertise, and they thought that th 
sum of $800 was small enough if good 
results were to be obtained 

On immigration work the council of 
the board proposed to have an agent at 
some of the eastern fall fairs at a cost 
of $600, and to keep a man ai the Cal- 
gary fair at a cost of $700. Largcr 
and more commodious offices wou'd 
have to be found for this years work 
and the cost of rent alone would run 
et least $1000. A sum of $15 will have 
to be spent in office furniture and]

Yesterday Afternoo---A Fore-

Yesterday's proceedings in the Leg- 
islature were purely technical and de- 
voted exclusively to the advancement 
of bills framed from the Ordinances 
of the Territories and adopted with lit- 
tle change for use as the statutes of 
Alberta.

Land,” which is the land titles act 
of Alberta, the Dominion, as has been 
used in the territories for many years. 
Clause 4 provides that no woman 
whose husband has died on or after the 
ficst day of Januaary, 18-7, ch2l! o2 en- 
titled to dower in the land of her de- 
ceased husband; but shall have the 
same right in such land as if it were 
personal property. 

Mr. Stuart, of Gleichen rose to ask 
the House if they were aware that 
this paragraph made it possible for 
a man, by the provisions of his will to 
will his property away from his wife 
entirely, and that she had no recourse 
under the law. He stated that he did 
not want to go back to the old andcum- 
bersome system of dower, but he 
thought that in making the law that 
some provision should be made to pro- 
tect the women of the country from 
such a possible action. He mention- 
ed that the matter nad been discussed 
and resolutions passed thereon py wo- 
men’s Clubs throughout the country, 
and that the same had been forwarded 
to the government.

If the city engineer is a competent 
and satisfactory engineer he should be 
re:ained: if re is not. he should be dis- 
misaed, but in any event if he is not 
a satisfactory cn:ipiopee as engineer I 
tail to see how be wilt be more satis- 
Zactory as conimissioner and thus in 
control of and in a position to dictate 
to the engineer. 

I am in favor of employing a thor- 
oughiy competent engineer and of hav- 
ing at least one business man on the 
board of Commissioners. 

I do not believe that it 
satisfactory to promote Mr. Hargreaves 
on account of his failure as engineer 
and thus still retain him as the real 
engineer in charge of ctiy work. 


will prove 


All of which is respectfully submit- 
ted. 
In making the report, Ald. Mays caid 


‘at if Mr. Hargreaves is a competent 
engineer he should be retained as en- 
gineer, and that if he is not a compet- 
ent engineer that he should not be re- 
tained in a position to dictate to the 
city engineer which the committee by 
another clause of its report intended to 
employ at a salary of $3,000 a,year. He 
did not s2e, he said, how the council 
could justify its action in retaining a 
man whom it practically said was in- 
competent, to dictate to a man whom 
it was going to pay a large salary to 
on account of his competency. 

He said that he was most heartily 
| opposed to the appointment of Mr. Har- 
greaves as commissioner. It would not 
| be fair to bring in another man to work 
under him and to take orders from him 
| W hen the council had said by its action 


The votes were called for, and Ald. 


Movs again voted alone against the 
adoption of the clause of the report. 

On clause 8, which calls for the ap- 
pointment of a new city engineer at a 
salary of $3,000 a year, Ald. Bellamy 
alone voted nay, displaying thereby hia 
belief that J. H. Hargreaves should be 
retained in that capacity. At this junc- 
‘ue Comm’ sg Oner Kinna ri vo.untcer d 
the information that Ald. Picard, at the 
meeting of the committee of the whol», 
had als> noted some objection to the 
adoption of the clause. 

Clause 11 was strenuously opposed by 
Ald. Griesbach. He said that the pres- 
ent fire chief was as competent aman 
as could be gotten for the salary that 
was paid to him and that it. was not 
just on the part of the council to sup- 
ercede him in the manner contemplated 
by the clause. It. was impossible, he 
said, for a fire chief to keep up to date 
unless he had an opportunity to visit | 
other cities and see the progress being 
made there. The.present chief was se- 

; lected by the commissioners in a quite 

proper manner to act in his present 
capacity, which he had filled with con- 
siderable distinction, considering the op- 
portunities that he had had. He was 
the choice of the volunteer fire brigade 
for the position, and the wishes of the 
firemen, as long as it wag a volunteer 
brigade; should be coMsidered. The chi f 
had been taken fron lucrative employ- 
ment to fill the present position, and 
it was not fair to promote another man 
over his head. He submitted that the 
council should make provision for. hay- 
ing the chief sent away to the annual 
convention of fire chiefs and to other 
cities where he could pick up the. in- 
formation that he wanted, and that 
city would ten have a good man and 
one whom they knew. 

The vote was taken and Ald. Gries- 
bach voted against the clause alone. 

In Clauses 12 and 14, Ald. Mangon 
was for striking out the names of I. S. 
Cowan and A. W. rmsby respectivOely 
and making the report read that the 
magistrate and the city electrician be 
given the salaries mentioned in the 
clauses. He was over-ruled by the 
other members of the council and the 
Clauses were adopted as submitted. 

When No. 15 was reached it transpir- 
ed that there were no minutes kept‘ of 
the famous secret meeting of Thursday 
evening, notwithstanding that the city 
city charter distinctly says that min- 
utes of all meetings of the council shall 
be kept by the commissioners and 


shall be open to inspection at all times. 
Ald. Mays asked if there was any- 


thing on the minutes of the committee 


meeting relating to Clause 15. Commis- 
sioner Kinnaird said that no minutes 
had teen kept. to hs knowledge; at any 
rate he could not find them now. He 
believed that Commissioner Hargreaves 
had kept a memoranda of the proceed- 
ings. but he did not kno wwherd it was 
at the present time. 

Mayor May said that no minutes of 
the meeting had been kept. 

The other clauses of the report were 
adopted and the council adjourned hur- 
riedly owing to an alarm of fire.
